Viotoria where the disease was most prevas. 
lent were maialy ocoupied by people to 
which the foregoing desorption is fairly 
applicable, : 

In 1887, when the-Public Health Bill was 
ander tha consideration of the Legislature, it 
wos. my duty to represent tho conditions. 
ander which tho mags of the people in tha 
colony Jived,..Thesa representations were 
sharply called in question, and the Officer 
Administering the Governoient—Sir Wil- 
liam Gordon Cameron—thought-it desirable 
to persqually investigate the matter, This 
he did in a very thorough manner by a care- 
fal inspection of the worst dwellings in 
the Chung Wan, Taipiog-shan, and Sai- 
ying-poon districts of the city, and his subae- 
quent speeches in ‘Connoil show very clearly 
what his apinions were. Had the Public 
Health Bill of 1887 beon passed ia the form 
in which it was transmitted to the Colonial 
Seoretary by the Sanitary Board, and had 
the sanitary staff received reasonable aup~ 
port ia enforcing its provisions, 1 am sa- 
tiefled that tho hoavy mortality from Bhbo- 
nic Plague in 1894 would not have osourred.

Thot 
thore is a strong artificial opposition to 
tho using of, these buildings by thepublic 
washermen'is.to me clear enough, bub 
beyond the natural obstinacy of Chinese 
workmen I know of no.reagon for the 
Lopposition, It is quite trae that those 
public washermen receive the tucit support 
af many of their employers in their obstin- 
ate opposition, It is dificult to understand 
why tha vast.’majority of our leading re- 
sidonts of all nationalities should prefor to 
have thoir linon washod in an evil-smolling 
puddle on the hillside and dressed in the 
living room of their waabermen’s servants, 
who livo amongst and sleep upon their 
clients’ linen, rather than in ‘the poblic 
Inundrics. However, co long as such a 
very peculiar preference exists it is very 
doubtful if much cap be dong to improve 
this branch of the sanitation of tho colony.

THE FUTURE OF TAIPINGSHAN, 
DEUATE IN TE LRGISLATIVE COUNCIT. 
The following’ iss full roport.of the dis- 

cussion in the Legislative Council on the 
reconstruction of Taipingehen, which, 
owing to the late hour at which the ‘Coun- 
cil mot, we wero compelled to hold over :— 


Tha Directorof Public Works—J hava 
the honour to lay upon tho tablo the report 
of the meeting of the Public Works Qom- 
mittee beld on 23rd May last, and to move 
its adoption,. I regret.to hava to report to 
the Council thatthe members of the Com- 
mittee are not unsnimous in recommending 
the Cuunail to adopt the proposed project 
fur the reconstruction of the area in Tai- 
pingshan. The Roo. momber on my left 
(Mr Belilios) adheres to the: belief whicb 
he entertained on tho 17th Septombor fast, 
as expressed in this Counvil during tha 
reading of the Bill for the resumption of 
Toipingshan, namoly, that his project en- 
tailing only the patching and repairing. of 
the buildings would bosufficiont, I regret, 
however, although such a long time has 
olapsed, that the hon. member haa not 
farnished the Government, nor, a3 far as 
Lam aware, any member of this Coun+ 
cil, with ao more detailed statement 
of what auch a project involved or how 
he proposod to carcy it out. He, however, 
at that moavting oxpreased himself in favour 
of supporting tho Government in the total 
destruction of tha buildings, and said that 
suck azchome might act in somewhat the 
game inanner ag.the sacrifice to the god in 
ancient times, (Laughtor). Well, sir, I 
am not aware that any authentic records 
exist that sich ascrifioo to the gods wus 
attended with any beneficial resulta what- 
over, and I think it would. bo unbecoming 
on my part to assume that hop, ‘mombers 
of this Council attached any belief in such 
a pacrifico, which Z understand is simply, 
with the hon, member, a sacrifice to goda 
of wood and stone. ‘Far be jt From mo for 
one moment fo come to this Council. and 
ask you to vote auy public Funds in support 
of ‘such a superntition, bnt I do urge opon 
the Council to adopt this report, because 
T honestly and conacientioualy believe that 
in what Tam asking of you I am. corving 
tha heat interests of this colony, I beliove, 
Bir, that by adopting this report both from 
a sanitary and a pecuniary point of viow, 
we shall not be going vory far wrong. At 
the time the Tsipingshan Ordinanca was 
bofora this Council tho Government bad 
not then any detailed information or es- 
timate what was going to be done with the 
ares, of what any projech for dealing with 
the aron would cost, The Council, as I 
understand from the newspaper reports and 
farther information I have been able to 
obtain—being absont: from tho colony at 
the time—relied entirely upon the strong 
recommendations of the Permanent Com- 
miltee in a Jettor addreased to the Uolonial 
Secretary, dated 28th June, to resume: the 
area‘of Taipingshan, ro-luy the atreots, and 
widen them, ond further that a co ra. 
ponding strong feeling éxisted at that tima 
reepecting the effect of auch resumption for 
auch objects, The project I laid before 
the Publio Works Oommittoo involves the 
recommendations made by the Permanent 
Committso ao far os it entailed tho total 
destruction uf the buildings, the re-laying 
out the entire area, and: the widening of 
thestreeta, From a pecuniary point of view 
Tam bound, to sey thet I am of opinion, 
and I most‘ say that I think hon,--mem. 
bers oan hardly expect, ‘after reviewing 
the proviatons of tho Taipingshan Ordi- 
nanoo wherdby the ownera of property have 
been compensated. for the resumption, not 
on the probable future value of tho pro. 
perty bat upon the rents actually derived 
from the Jettingef basements ond hovels 
uufit in some cases for pig-sties, 18 haman 
habitations. This Counoil bas recently pass. 
ed mcasures by which such occupation is 
prohibited in tho future, and the Sanitary 
Board are at tho present timo engagod in 
enforcing these regulations, But, air, that 
iacreased rontal and improved property and 
improved sanitation will result from the 
adoption of this project I havo very little 
doubt in.stating, ‘The total cost of the 
restimption wp to dato has bean a little in ex- 
cess of $820,600, Well, vow, sir, it has boca 
urged by my hon. friend on my left that the 
adoption of a scheme involving tho cutting 
of a strest here and. the cutting of a lane 
there and » general repair and . patchwork 
of tho existing buildings would prave moro 
profitable to the colony. But when you 
consider it is the daty of this Gavernment 
to logk the fact fairly in the face that this 
property haa been resumed by the Crown, 
his passed into the hands of the Crown 
and thatin any re-salo.a purchaser would 
have to comply with tho provisions of the 
Building: Ordinance of 1889 and recent 
sanitary legislation. There are very im» 
portant provisions in the Buildiog Or- 
dinanoo of 1889, a5 bon. membors are 
aware, dealing with the conatruction of 
backyards in all cases where buildings are 
erected on property purchesed from the 
Crown. I have no hesitation in saying that 
the nmiajority of the buildings in Taipingshan 
at the present moment do not comply 
with those provisions, and though 4 pur: 
chaser—if ‘ove could be found—of this 
patcbed-ap and repaired property would, 
ao.faraa tho legislaturo of this Colopy is 
reoncerned, still continue to let that pro- 
perty for human habitation, yet on the 
decay of existhag buildinga it would be pro- 
posed to-construct new buildings, and in 
what position would he find himself? Well, 
the majority of the lots are of vary ama}! 
depth, some ‘of them only 32 or 33 feet in 
dopth. If the landia cut, taking away four 
or five feet which the provisions of. the 
Ordinance require to give spfficient open 
apace, 16 feot for a throo-storey building, 
and considering thickness of walls, &., the 
Hon, memberon my left would find himself 
the happy possessor of houses for human 
habitation with « net floor area of 15 feet by 
16. That tha Government can go into the 
market with ‘property of ‘thit description 
and expect to get anythiog like a reasou- 
able return forthe $820,000 expended 
io the resumption of Taipingahan, 
I think there can be only one opinion, 
It is practically imposible. Oo pointing 
out these facts to the bon. member: at’ the 
lant moeling of the Public Works. Com 
mittee he au,gested that as this was a 
special case it might be worth while-forthe 
Government to consider special legislation 
to exempt this arca from. the provisions of 
the Ordinance. Well, sit, thate provisions 
biva been. passed, not with the iden of 
obtaining at any cost an idle sita here, but 
for the benolit of ths public. hoalth of ‘the 
colony, and, as conaiderad by hon. meanbers 
of “this Council, are. absolutely ooccssary, 
Ie ia therafore utterly imposible. I take 
it, that any membor of this Council ‘ehould 
now say,.' Wa find that these provisions 
which we: considered fhedesary fur the 
health and the tafety of the Colony are 
going to tough tha publio purio. and. thors: 
fora Wo will bavd Hothing todo with them.”|

wera appointed, it would perbapa fsll in 
with my views, formulated after personal 
inspection of the srea, more than once, 
viz., partial destruction, that of the. 
foulest and wholely irredeersablo blocks, 
together with tho-adoption of the necassary 
measures for rendering tho remainder aa- 
nitary, the cutting away of the backs. of 
houses snd the making of teow lanes and 
backyards, and thereby permitting tho 
introduction of the proper amount of light 
and the proper cirdulation-of air, would bo 
anvflicient. Since then the circumstances 
have altered; Mr Cooper: returned from 
leave, mado minute aurveys of the property, 
and issued a raport, the oulcome’ of his 
labours being the xcheme he‘ has now tsid 
before us, in which Iam glad to observa ho 
has entirely abandoned tho iden of-total 
destruction by fire, 1 need hardly assure 
you that I have gone most carefolly into, 
thisscheme, We have had two moctings of 
the Public, Works Committee and-another 
of the Uncflicial Momberscalled, spogially 
todiscusa this subject, ta which Mr Qooper 
was invited and came. . I have also had so- 
voral interviews with that dgentloman, and 
as a repult, I havo now gome to the 
conclusion that, under the circumstances, 
his achemo ia proferable to sine (hear, 
hear), .T[he main difference betwoon the 
two consists in that while I contemplated 
partial destraction snd the opening to light 
and air of tho better constructed blocks, 
Mr Cooper.advocates -ihe pulling down of 
all the houses, with the exception of ong 
block and laying out afresh.the entire area. 
Tam. still of opiaion that had my schema 
been adupted, although the initial expenses 
would have been heaviery yot on the whole 
the property would have oventually realized 
ture on account of the buildings still re- 
maining standing over a considerable por- 
tion of the area; whila the result of Mr 
Coopor’s schome is that. although he pro- 
poses to spend a smaller sum of money yet I 
foar he will not realise so much from the’ 
sala of old materials and sitos as would 
hove boon realized from tho execation 
of my proposals, The .great: advantage, 
however, which - his - setfema’. posseases 
is’ that, in place ofa lot of narrow’ aud ir- 
rogular atreata constructed withoht the least: 
rogard.to arrapgoment or sanitation, it will 
confer upon the city a ‘new district woll 
laid out, and open to light and nix, while 
mine at the most could only be in the na~ 
tare of patchwork, ‘There «is another 
point; since the resumption of this very 
large area by the Guvernmoent very material 
additions and emendations hove bean made 
in the Health and Building Ordinancea, 
and the new buildings can be constracted 
in conformity with the health requiremants, 
It is for these reasons that, wy colleagues 
ond mysolf, with the oxoeption of Mr 
Belilios, consider that Mr Cooper’s acheme 
should be adopted. 


Mr Belilios—i have to propose an amond- 
ment, In making. my remarks Z will not 


take up the time of the Council in going’ 


back beyond the four corners of the report 
of my hon. friend on my right (Mr Cooper). 
Tam glad to nota that the Government 
have finally abandoned the idga of burning 
the. houses, and 1 clso-absarve from bis 
report-that Mr Cooper at oil events, is of 
opiaion that the bacillus: Gf the plague is 
not to be found in tho soil, and that the 
wood and the other materials of the kuild~ 
ings are not infected. So far this is eatia- 
factory to bear, but I sttould havo thoaght 
these couclusions furnished strong oargu- 
ments in favour of adapting ond improving 
the buildings as they stand rathor than of 
destroying them acd laying out the area 
afresh o8 proposed by my hon. friend 
om my right, Tho plan. Iaid before 
us has been carefully prepared and 
is creditably got ap, and it is with real 
regret J feal it my duty to oppose it, The 
plan, moreover, falls in wilh my individual 
interests aa o property owner, which are 
beat served ‘by having a laige number of 
dwellings closed, as it hus'a tendency to 
drive up rents and fill. my empty houses, 


uch a consideration must uot, however, 
be allowed to weigh in the balanca with 
the whlfare of the colony, which I propose 
to show will be most adversely affected if 
this scheme is perniitted to bo carried intn 
.effeet. “With your perspiesion Lwill briefly 
endeavour.to. show whet Mr Cadper’s plan 
will cont. He estimates the cost of laying 
out the orea afresh at $83,000,° Now to 
corry cut this plan, sell the sites, and got 
them all built; upon, oo that rates and taxes 
Taay. ogain be collected from the district, 
will ‘take, E baliove, at least six yoors.. 
Thote would therefore have to ba reckoned 
fivo yoara’ interest on $820,000, tho coat of 
the resumption which at 34 per cent, per 
annum. would amount to about $145,000 
added to the 883,0.0 for laying it-out, or 
altogther roughly $1,050,000. Now ia it 
at all likely this amount would bo realised 
by, the wate of the ground? . I do not 
think’ any: member present, vill pretend. to 
may that such s sum can be obtained, the 
boiling area having been reduced from 
257,000.to 188,000 square feet, a redaction 
of 60,000 square fect. Half 4 willion 
dollara is much nearer the figure tho 
Government islikely to get. Itshould not 
be forgotten that the Praya Reclamation 
ie going on simultancovsly,, and land 
ean to-day be purchased on. aca frontage 
for from $£:to $f. a foot. “Is it at sll pro.

Hoppily there is ani alternative project, As
